He w'as born in 
Cobden, Ontario, and was graduated 
from the University of Saskatchewan 
in Saskatoon, Sask. 

Mr. Miner has been a member of 
the Rotary Club of Lloydihinster since 
1929 and is a Past President of that 
Club. 

He has served as Mayor of Lloyd- 
minster since 1951. During World 
Wars 1 and 11, he was an officer in 
the Canadian Army.
